To this we may add the cost of stereo- 
type plates on hand &80 72. Wethus have 
for the property of the Society 8401 82. 

Of this sum the greater part is, at pre- 
; sent, unavailable ; but will be realiced as 
soon as returns can be made from Auxilia- 
ries and Depositories. 

We iind reported im the last Aruual Re- 
port, SO* Auxiliary Societies, 5 life-mem- 
berships, and 10 Central Depositories. Dur- 
ing the past year 41 additional Auxiliaries 
have been reported, (and, doubtless, others 
formed of which we have received no in- 
formation) ;—--20  life-memberships have 
been obtained, and 2 new Depositories esta- 
blished. Making in all 71 Auxiliaries, 12 
Central Depositories, and 25 life member- 
ships. 

During the first two years of its existence, 
the Society has published 1,176,000 pages 
of ‘i'racts ;—-distributed 1,124,435 pages ;— 
and has remaining in the parent Depository, 
'as before stated, 51,564 pages. 

The amount received into the Treasury 
curing the past year, is nearly double that 
of the preceding year ;—the number of 
| Auxiliaries formed is greater; the number 
jot lifememberships obtained is quadruple. 
Such is a brief outline of the operations,

We have thus been enabled to accomplish 
littic, indeed, compared with our wiskes,@— 
little compared with the wants of our grow- 
ing denomination ; but enough to cenvince 
us of the periect feasibility of our enter- 
Urise,—cnough to encourage and sustain us 
in making still greater efforts for its com- 
pletion. 

The Directors highly appreciate the ser- 
vices of their brethren, who, in different sec- 
tions of the country, have, with zeal and 
efficiency, lent their assistance to premote 
the objects of the Society. By such aid our 
Auxiliaries have been formed,—our life- 
memberships obtained,—our ‘Tracts scat- 
tered by the way side, and sent to the houses 
of the poor, the ignorant, and the destitute. 

The responsibility of selecting and ap- 
proving Tracts is great. In performing this 
part of their duty, the Directors have en- 
deavoured, as far as possible, to obtain such 
as contain the leading truths of the Gospel ; 
—such, for instance,as the depraved and 
lost condition of man by nature,—-the abso- 
lute necessity of repentance toward God, and 


faith in the Lord Jesus,as the all-sufficient 
and only Saviour. 

he Directors have not, however, been 
inattentive to the fact that they are Bap- 
tists,—that they are acting on behalf of a 
Baptist Society, for!he benefit of the Bap- 
tist denomination. While, therefore, they 
cherish the most friendly regard for other 
denominations, «nd rejoice in every effort 
for the spread of the everlasting Gospel, 
| they have felt it duc to themselves, and to 
| their brethren, and to truth, to publish some 
Tracts, containing simple ‘and candid expo- 
sitions of their peculiar views, together with 
‘the reason on which they are founded.

| Jt is unnecessary, after the experience 
| which the Christian world has diad, to con- 
/ sume time in adducing formal arguments to 
|prove the utility of Dracts. We cannot 
even mention the instances in which sig- 
nat benvlit has attended the distribution of 





at all conversant with the subject. Suffice 
it to say, that, if Christianity be a useful in- 
stitution,—if its truths are salutary in their 
effects on the hearts of men ;—then must 
the circulation of judicious ‘Tracts, as a 
means of disseminating these truths, be also 
useful. 

‘The extent cf benefit thus accruing can 
be estimated only by the magnitude of the 
end to be gained, and the degree of their 
subserviency to the attainment of that end. 
The end to be attained is no less than the 
salvation of immortal souls ! 

This is to be effected by a knowledge of 
that truth which sanctifieth ; which mak- 
eth wise unto salvation. We allow, that 
the miniscry of the Gospel is the principal 
meats tobe used in impressing these truths 
upon the attention of men. 


But cast your eye over the wite fields of 
the South and the West. ‘They are already 
white for the harvest, but where are the la- 
bourers? Alas! many ofourchurches aredes- 
titute of pastors, enjoying only occasional op- 
portunities of hearing the word of life dis- 
pensed ; and many extensive portions of our 
southern, and, especially, of cur western 
States, are seldom visited by preachers of 
the Gespel. Wecannot send them preachers, 
nor are they able to support them if seht. But 
can we not send them these silent, though 
efiicient messengers of truth, which cost 
but littl: and consume nothing? Can we 
not, at least, make a more vigorous and 
united effort than we have yet done to et- 
fect this desirable object? We have, thus 
far, been able to supply but few of the ma- 
ny and pressing demands for Tracts Our 
brethicn, who are engaged in preaching the 
unsearchable riches of Christ in the more 
thinly settled sections of our country, would 
gladly avail themselves of the aid of Tracts. 
They would frequently gain much by send- 
ing a ‘Yract before them to announce their 
coming—=by leaving one behind as a Wit- 
ness for them. Standing, as they often do, 
and overlooking a region of country beauti- 
ful in its aspect, fertiie in its soil, salubrious 
in its climate, and becoming rapidly peo-

To pass 
over the calls of our more immediate neigh- 
bours, urgent demands for Tracts have 
reached us from Georgia, Tennessee, Ala- 
bama, and Louisiana. It is believed, from 
an attentive Consideration of the subject, 
that ot less than 5,060,000 pages of Tracts 
might annually be sold south and west of 
the Potomac. The Tractsare distributed, 
but that is not all. They are engaging the 
attention of thousands of interesting family 
groupes. The heart of the aged Christian 
burns within him while he re&ds or listens 
to the recital. Lhe young are checked m 
their gay career.. Thoughts of “ied and! 
Christ and immo?tality aifect their minds 
too deeply ever to be forgotten. 

It must be obvious to ali, that compara- 
i tively littie can be accomplished, unless the 
jtunds of the Society can be 2aagmented.— 
Must then the want of funds remain an in-! 
superable obstacle to the circulation of Bap- 
tist Lracts in the United States ?, We trust 
not. ‘Phe zealous co-operation of so many 
ot our most influential brethren already en- 
| listed, —the cheering’ presence of 71 anxil- 
iaries ;—and, above all, the promises of Him | 
who turns the hearts of the children of men} 
as the rivers of water are turned, forbid the | 
thought. ; 

Tie amount of fands necessary to avery | 
extensive circulation of ‘dracts, is truly | 
trifling, compared with the number and re- 
sources of our deromination. Nor do Tract 
Societies, like most other charitable Insti- 
tutions, require annual contributions to sup- 
ply an exhausied Treasury.—This remark 
will be better understood by the following 
calculation, founded on actual experiment. 

To procure Stercotype plates for 96 
pages of Tracts would cost $103 68. “Uhes: 
would remain on hand, from which an in- 
definite numiver of impressions might be 
made—-To srint 19,000 copies, that is, 
960,000 pages, would cost $563.00. From 
the sales of these, allowing sufficient time 
for the returns to be made, the Society 
would receive $864 00, leaving a net gai 
of about $30u. 

Are there not among us several benevo- 
lent individuals, who will piace, each, this 
sum at the disposal of the Board of Direc- 
| tors, if not as a donation, at loast as a jean, 
to be refunded by anual instalinents ? 

With a capital of $5000 the Society might 
print annually 3,000,000 pages of fracts, 
and, at the same time, on the supposition 
that sales and returns are made without 
delay, add to its permanent fund not less 
than $1400 00. In what way can wealthy 
and benevolent individuals bestow their 
charities with greater probability of good ? 
May we not indulge the pleasing hope, that 
| some of our opulent brethren will be in- 
i(luced, by these considerations, to place the 
Society at once in a situation te accomplish, 
under the guidance of a beneficent and kind 
Providence, the great object which the So- 
ciety has proposed to itself, that of widely 
disseminating ‘evangelical truth,” and in- 
culcating “‘ sound morals by the distribution 
| of ‘Tractsi?” 

Other denominations have set u3 exam- 
ples of vigorous exertion in the distribution 
ot Tracts. Our brethren in the Eastern 
States have been, for several years, diligent- 
ly employed in this good word.—~Shall we 
be slothful, while so much is effected by 
others, and so much remains to be done ? 
The Board of Directors, stimulated by the} 
'example df other denominations, and urged 
by the wants of their own, resolve to per- 
severe in the benevolent enterprise which 
they have commenced. They earnestly |

He had fled from the oppression of 
the Pasha to Ram Allah, and was this mor- 
ing quietly returning, with another young 
man, when an Arab suddenly started up and 
fired upon him. ‘The batl passed through 
the lett fore arm, a little above the wrist, 
shattcring both the bones to picces, and 
raking up the muscles in such a manner as 
to render amputation necessary ; then en- 
tering the body a little below the breast, 
was lodged near the heart. Lhe wound ts 
very dangerous, 

His situation, the moans of his parents, 
his brother, and sisters, rendered the whole 
a piuful scene. But what moved my heart 
most, Was to hear the aged, trembling father 
of the wounded man, saying, with tears 
trickling down his cheeks, ‘“* He was my 
support | My bread was from him!” I said 
to him, ** God can feed you; trust in him 5” 
and endeavoured to point the suffering man 
and those around him, to Him who was 
wounded for our transgressions, and bruised 
for cur iniquities. 

On returving to my lodgings, I was told 
that a man had just been killed, between 
this and Mar has, about an hour’s distance, 
and that two others have been stripped,oy 
robbers.

CAREY STATION. 


M’Coy, toa gentleman in Philadelphia, 
dated 


Carey, 109 miles N. W. of Fort 2 
Wayne, Ind. Nov. 18,1825. $§ 

On my return from the eastward I found 
my dear fellow-labourers struggling with 
many toils and difficulties, from which I 
could have wished that my poor labours 
could have more effectually relieved them. 
In our missions to these people, it is indis- 
pensable that we teach them to work, as 
well as to read and to pray, ‘This citcum- 
stance brings on us numerous perplexing 
cares, and toilsome Jabours. While wading 
through these noisy and chilling waters, in 
the summer of 1824, we oiten felt an un- 
usual solicitude tor the spiritual salvation 
of the poor people of our charge, and many 
a time the wilderness around our dwellings 
witnessed a solitary musstonary on his knees, 
actually weeping over the miseries and de- 
pravity ot his rude neighbours, and pleading 
with God to be merciful. “Phe Lord atiength 
appeared for salvation, and our place became 
“sweet and awful.” The religious excite- 
ment, of which you have, no doubt, heard, 
seemed to affect almost every one around 
us, (but, alas! not savingly) and many re- 
joiced in the exercise, as we believe, of sav-|! 
ing faith. Kleven ot our Indian pupils, three 
ether Indians, and nine hired white men, 
were baptized between the 9th of Nov. and 
the 4th of June following. ‘his was to us 
a refreshing season, a happy revival of reli- 
gion in this desert. It has indeed subsided, 
yet the cause of religion, and of civilization, 
is still progressing in our country. 
Of the eleven Indian scholars whom I 
baptized, nine were males, seven of whom 
we believe ought to be allowed a liberal 
education, mm order th.t they may become 
the more useful to their countrymen. We 
hope they will be allowed a situation in the 
Columbian College, at Washington, or in 
some other institution to the eastward. 
‘L'wo other Indian lads, not religious, though 
sober and promising, we have offered toa 
Presbyterian fricnd, who offers a situation 
for them in Princeton College, New Jersey. 

We have also two Indian females, one 
religious, and the other not, about the age 
of sixicen, Whom we should like to tavour 
with the improvements they might make 
in spending a few years in the white settie- 
ments, with some pious female instructress. 
But as yet we know not where we shall find 
a suitable situation for tiem. We believe 
the education of females among the Indians 
has not received attention proportionable to 
thet given to the males. 

We are in great want of more missiona- 
ries, both males and females. Seventy 
scholars belong to our school at this place, 
and had we missionaries we might open a 
school immediately under very auspic ous 
circumstances, at an incipient stauon among 
the Ottawas, 120 miles north-east of this,

Bibles, and nearly 68,000 New !estaments. 
Much too might be said of the success of 
the societies at Benares, Cawrpore, ‘Trichi- 
nopoly, Colombo, Bellary, Ceyion, Suma 
tra, Amboyna, Madras, Bombay, Astracan, 
Tobolsk, Smyrna, and Java.

if such has been the history of the first

advances by the very act of exertion, the 
resuits which await us promise a spectacle 
of still deeper interest. ‘he heathen, it

Difficulties which ap- 
peared insurmountable to mere human in- 
genuity, are gradually giving way under 
the unseen frand of Him who controls anc 
chan,es, at pleasure, the destinies of nations, 
Prejucices which appeared fixed and _ in- 
flexible, are weakening and retiring. 

‘The very Jew who wears now bunt the 
single phylactery with the watchword ot 
his nation on it, “ ZA2 Lord is one,” degins 
to see that the doctrines of Messiah’s reve- 
lation do not contradict the assertion of old, 
“The Lord is one.’ The very Jews, so 
long dispersed and affiicted—a by-word in 
the mouths of nations—a living argument of 
the truth of the Scriptures—are veginning 
to inquire for the rejected Shiloh—-and, in 
the very land of their pristine pride and

Nor is this all. Whe arm of Antichrist, 
whose strength is proportioned to the moral 
darkness in which it acts, is hourly weaken- 
ing under the light of the Gospel.

A 
Portuguese schooner, of 90 tons, lately cap- 
tured, and sent into Sierra Leone, had on 
board 284 men, women, and children. The 
situation of these unfortunate beings, dis- 
eased, filthy, and crammed together, was 
heart-sickening. Seven slave vessels were 
lying in Sherbro river, wiitug for cargoes, 
It was suspected that the Ashantees were 
preparing to make another descent upon 
Cape Coast.

the bill *‘altering the time of holding the 
session of the Supreme Court of the United 
States ;’ which were read, and passed tua 
second reading. 

Mr. Van Buren,from the satme Con mittee, 
to whom was referred the bul “ prescribing 
the modes ef commencing, prosecuting, “ad 
deciding controversics bei ween States,” re 
ported it without amendnmcnt; but said © 
was the unanimous opinion of the comim:tec

The remainder of the day was occupied 
in discussing the * bill further to amend the 
Judicial System of the United States.” 


On Tuesday, Mr. M’Lane, from the 
Conimittee of Ways and Means, reported, 
without amendment, a bill from the Senate, 
entitled, * An act to provide for the seizure 
and sale of property brought into the Unit- 
ed States in violation of the revenue laws, 
in certain cases; which was referred to 
the committee of the whole, 

Mr. Beecher, from the Committee on 
Roads and Canals, reported a bill in addi- 
tion fo an act for the continuance of the 
Cumberland Road; which was twice read, 
and committed to the same committee of 
the whole which has been charged with a 
Sill making appropriations for certain For- 
tifications of the United States. 

The House, in Committee of the whole, 
again went into the discussion of the * bill 
to amend the Judicial System of the Unit- 
ed States.”

ber of votes for each, which list they, shall 
sign, and certify, and transmit, sealed, to 
the Seat of the Government of the United 
States, directed to the President of the Se- 


The 
person having the greatest number of votes 
shall be the President, if such number be a 
Majority of the whole number of Electors 
appointed; and if there be more than one 
who have such majority and have an equal 
number of votes, then the House of Repre- 
sentatives shali immediately choose by ballot 
one of them for President, and if no person 
have a majority, then, froin the five highest 
on the list, the said house shail, in like man- 
ner, choose the President. But in choosing 
the President, the votes shali be taken by 
States, the Representatives from each State 
having one vote.

of $1,000 should be paid to said nation, but 
was not so paid tili 1825, and praying the 
payment of the interesi on the several an- 
nuitics, from the time they became due to 
the time of payment. Referred to the 
Committee on Indian Affairs. 

A greater part of this day was occupied 
in the discussion of the bill **to annul an 
act concerning wreckers and wrecked prop-
